1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters. 

Claim Objections 

2. The amended and new claims 1, 15, 19 are objected to because of the following informalities, 
and appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 1 recites, a duplicate limitations, ".. .means for reading the data stream out of said 
storage locations of the elasticity buffer in said cyclic sequence by means of a read 
pointer under the control of a read clock in the second domain; ..." in page 5, line 13-15, 
which is a duplicate limitation recited in the lines 10-12 above. Examiner suggests removing 
the duplicate limitations. 

Claim 15 recites, "...allowable jitter..." in page 10, lines 1 and 7. Examiner suggests 
removing "allowable" and replacing with "acceptable" at both lines. 

Claim 19 recites, "...allowable jitter..." in page 12, lines 3 and 9. Examiner suggests 
removing "allowable" and replacing with "acceptable" at both lines. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 6, 12, 13, 16, 17, and 18 allowed. 

4. Claim 1,15 and 1 9 are allowable over the prior art, but they are objected for minor 
informalities as set forth in paragraph 2 above. 
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Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte Quayle, 
1935 CD. 11,453 O.G. 213.
